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Long Island 
Drought Persists 
Despite Recent Rain

| ge Island is still considered to be in a se- 
vere drought despite a recent storm that 
brought some much-needed rain to the region 
— meaning residents are still being urged to 
conserve water. : 

The U.S. Drought Monitor said September 
15 that there has been no change for LI since 
the severe drought designation was expanded 
from the South Shore to all of Nassau and Suf- 
folk counties. The short rain event was not 
enough to reserve the trend. 

“For drought relief you really need multiple 
long-duration light rain events,” said James 
Tomasini, an Upton-based National Weather 
meteorologist. “If you have really heavy rain, 
a lot of that will turn into runoff and not get 
absorbed into the soil.” 

Although the region is only a tenth of an inch 
below average for the first two weeks of Sep- 
tember, the Island has seen the fourth-driest 
summer on record with a deficit of 6.75 inches 
of rain between June and August, according to 
the NWS. 

Despite much of the New York metro area 
being under a flood watch last week, less than 
an inch of rain was recorded on Long Island in 
that storm. 

The forecast remains dry through next 
week, with a slight chance of rain Monday or 
Tuesday, suggesting the drought will continue 
for at least the short term. 

Suffolk County Water Authority is con- 
tinuing to urge all customers to stop water- 
ing their lawns between midnight and 7 a.m. 
after it recently expanded its stage 1 water 
emergency alert from just the East End. The’ 
agency has found that residents are water- 
ing their lawns more because of the drought, 
straining the system and leaving water 
tower levels low, which could hamper fire- 
fighters’ ability to extinguish an overnight 
blaze.

lhe Shipyard, a new, four-story residential build- 

ing in downtown Riverhead, began to accept 
tenants earlier this summer. The contemporary 
building at 331 East Main Street: holds 36 luxury 
units offering modern amenities. Located at the end 
of the River Walk, apartments even include private 
balconies with views of the Peconic River. 

There are studios, one-bedroom and _ two- 
bedrooms available. Prices range from $2,500 to 
$5,800 depending on the size of the apartment and 
whether it is furnished or not — furnished apart- 
ments even come with kitchen cabinets stocked 


. with plates and utensils. 


The first project in Riverhead developed by the 
Huntington-based G2D Group, known for luxury 
apartments in western Suffolk and Nassau counties, 
premium finishes can be found throughout this new 
building. 

Slab stone backsplashes, Quartz countertops, 
stainless steel professional-grade appliances, wine 
fridges, dishwashers and in-unit washers and dry- 
ers can be found in each unit. Primary bedrooms 
can fit king-size beds with ease, there are high ceil- 
ings throughout the building and walk-in closets 
offer plenty of storage. There is also LED lighting, 
modern bathrooms with stall showers and soaking 
tubs and high ceilings. 

In a furnished studio that Behind The Hedges 
toured a half-wall that separates the bed from the 
main living area also hid a television that pops up 
when wanted. Large windows let light pour in. 

A 24-hour video surveillance system keeps resi- 
dents safe. Latch, a “smart” key fob entry system, 
controls each door and allows residents access from 
their mobile phones. The building also provides 
concierge cleaning services, such as a handyman 
and dog walking services. 

A spacious, sleek rooftop lounge also offers all

residents outdoor space to lounge or eat — depend- 
ing on the wind direction, some days you can even 
hear the seals from the neighboring Long Island 
Aquarium. Tenants receive a membership to the 
aquarium and have access to the amenities there, 
such as the restaurant, bar and events. 

Additional amenities include a private gym and a 
business center. 

There is a private lot for the residents with no ad- 
ditional fee for parking. 

It took about a year-and-a-half of planning to 
make sure the building was what the town wanted 
to fit in with the surrounding community, says Jus- 
tin Fallon of G2G Group. “We only develop in mu- 
nicipalities where we are wanted, and the Town of 
Riverhead (Town Board and Planning Board) could 
not have been more helpful,” he says. 

The G2G Group. officially acquired the property 
on October. 15, 2020, and construction took about 
16 months to complete.

3 Deer Test Positive 
for Bluetongue in 
Southampton

in Southampton tested positive 


for bluetongue, which is closely 
related to the Epizootic Hemor- 


 rhagic Disease (EHD) virus and 


is transmitted in the same way. 
According to the DEC mes- 
sage sent out, this is the first 
time the bluetongue (BT) virus 
was detected in NY deer, but it 
was found in several other mid- 
Atlantic states this year. 


_ The DEC also reported that 


a white-tailed deer in South- 
ampton tested positive for 


EHD and two deer were found 


dead in Schodack upstate in 
late August. 

_ EHD and BT are often fatal 
to deer. They are transmitted 
by biting midges, small bugs 
often called “no-see-ums.” 
Outbreaks are most common 
in late summer and early fall 
when midges are abundant. 
Diseases caused by the viruses 
are usually not spread directly 
from deer to deer, and humans 
cannot be infected by deer or 
bites from midges. 

Both EHD and BT cause 
similar symptoms in deer in- 
cluding fever, difficulty breath- 
ing, dehydration, swelling of 
the head neck and tongue,

_ and rapid death. Infected deer 


_will frequently seek out water 
sources and many succumb in 
or near a water source. Once 


clinical signs of EHD or BT in- _ 


fection are apparent, deer usu- 
ally die within 36 hours. 

There is no treatment or 
means to prevent EHD or BT 
in wild deer. The dead deer do 
not serve as a source of infec- 
tion for other animals. 

Both illnesses can infect 


cattle and sheep. Cattleseldom — 


exhibit signs of disease, but 
sheep can suffer severe disease 
and death from BT infection. 

The EHD virus was first con- 
firmed in New York in 2007 
with relatively small outbreaks 
in Albany, Rensselaer, and Ni- 
agara counties, and in Rock- 
land County in 2011. 


EHD and BT outbreaks do — 


not have a significant long- 
term effect on deer popula- 
tions, but deer mortality can 
be intense in small geographic 
areas. — : 

In the Northeast, EHD out- 
breaks occur sporadically and 
deer in NY have little or no im- 
munity to this virus, so most 
infected deer here are expected 
to die. 

The good news, however, 
is here in the north, the first 
hard frost kills the midges that 
transmit the disease, ending 
the EHD and BT outbreak.

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NY Updates Estuary Protection Plan |

ew York State updated its plan to protect 
the Long Island South Shore Estuary 
Reserve, which stretches from the Hamptons 
to Nassau County, to factor in climate change, 


water quality and habitat restoration. 


Local lawmakers and environmentalists 
welcomed the revisions, the release of which 
on Monday were timed to coincide with Cli- 
mate & National Estuaries Week. The plan 
provides a roadmap for agencies to continue 
efforts to protect the estuary under a 1993 
law intended to reduce pollution runoff into 
its bays and waterways that drain into them. 

“The completion of this new plan for the 
South Shore Estuary is another significant 
step forward in our efforts to improve water 
quality in Long Island’s south shore bays,” 
said Suffolk County Executive Steve Bellone. 

The estuary spans multiple bays, beaches, 
parks across both counties, six towns and 
28 villages in a region home to 1.5 million 
people. In addition to supporting ecosystems

for marine life, the estuary also supports the 
local seafood and tourism industries. 

Town of Southampton Supervisor Jay 
Schneiderman said that the updated plan 
“addresses critical water quality improve- 
ment, ecosystem recovery, climate change 
and coastal resiliency needs in our region.” 

Adrienne Esposito, the executive director 
of Citizens Campaign for the Environment, 
notes that many of the projects in the plan 
are evolving. 

“Restoring these natural assets is critically 
important to our quality of life and our local 
economy,” she said. “We've protected sensi- 
tive wetlands, installed fish ladders, created 
new oyster reefs, advanced kelp farming and 
we are filtering polluted stormwater before 
it enters the marine environment. Now we 
must tackle new challenges and threats, in- 
cluding excessive nitrogen in our bays from 
waste water, harmful algae blooms, increas- 
ing plastic pollution, and climate change im- - 
pacts such as ocean acidification and rising 
sea levels.” 


Manorville Cow on the Lam 
Spotted on Golf Course

A cow that went missing from a farm in 

anorville has been spotted running 
through the community nearly a month after 
the owner reported the disappearance to Suf- 


. folk County police. 


Representatives of Jerry’s Farm, which 
raises livestock, said the 750-pound cow 
named Vienna fled on August 27, but there 
had been no sightings since — until this week 
when the cow was filmed trotting across a golf 
course over the weekend. 

“She was our jumper,” said Luigi Zollo, 
whose father owns the farm. “She jumped 
over a 6-foot fence.” 

The incident comes about a year after a 
bull named Barney was on the loose for two 
months before being captured in Moriches 


and a lynx was roaming the Islips for three 
days this summer. 

Zollo said he reported the cow missing the 
same day and followed up regularly, but it 
didn’t seem to be a priority. 

“The cops said, “We'll put the word out, but 
I never heard anything,” Zollo said. 

He then contacted Strong Island Animal 
Rescue, which helped capture the Islip lynx. 
The group has since begun circulating “miss- 
ing cow” flyers and shared the video of the 
cow from the golf course on Saturday. 

The nonprofit group will ensure the cow 
will be sent to an animal sanctuary in New 
Jersey once captured. Although the farm has 
a slaughterhouse, Zollo said his family raised 
Vienna for a year and had planned to keep her 
as a pet. 

“I’m glad it’s still alive,” said Zollo.

ext Wednesday’s meeting of the 

Hampton Town Board is going to 
be quite something. You should make 
it your business to be there. 

At that meeting, the board will con- 
sider the creation of a new ordinance 
requiring that all traffic signs and 
signals throughout the Hamptons be 
removed so that motorists can sort 
things out entirely by themselves. 

Town Mayor David Hasselhoff has 


expressed surprise that this proposal, . 


which he has endorsed, has gathered 
so much momentum since it was 
last talked about at the meeting four 
weeks ago. 

“We call this ‘The Every Motorist for 
Him or Herself’ proposition,” he told 
this reporter. “We’ve seen enough.” 

Edward Longstreet, the town’s Ad- 
ministrator of Highways, had first 
thought this up. 

“Motorists are. now desperate. 
Wherever you go takes an hour. They 
stop and go, then stop and go again,” 
he said. “Tempers flare. People look 
for an opening, then slam into gear 
to get to it first. They’re in Ferraris or 
Porsches or Teslas, cars that can speed 
up very fast. After getting there, they 
slam on the brakes. And more often 
than not, they hit something. Or God 
forbid, somebody. We can’t have this.” 

With traffic lights and signals gone 
and with Every Man for Him or Her- 
self approved, people will move cau- 
tiously. They will wait for what others 
might do. They will wave thank you.” 

“Where everybody is on their own,” 
he concluded, “there are no accidents. 
It’s all documented.” 

“The prime example of this,” Dep- 
uty Mayor Ted Carlson said, “is the 
melee that takes place at the foot of 
Long Wharf in Sag Harbor every day. 
Six roads converge. Call it a melee, a 
circus, an entertainment. Everybody 
creeps along at two miles an hour, 
anxiously looking this way and that as 
cars come in from the side, from the 
rear, even right down in front of you 
and toward you. 

“Fifteen years ago, the State of New 
York wanted to put a roundabout 
there to solve this problem. We voted 
it down. And guess what? There have 
been no accidents in 15 years.” 

Specifically, the passage of Every 
Man for Him or Herself will cause 
all stop signs, street markings, traffic 
lights, speed limit signs, left or right 
turn signs, signs that tell you how far 
along in front the next town still is,

yield signs, pedestrian crossing signs, 
no parking signs, crosswalk hatching 
lines, passing lane indicators, school 
crossing signs and detour signs to be 
picked up and taken into storage. 

“Some of these signs have been 
up since the first days of mo- 
tor cars,” Mayor Hasselhoff 
said. “It’s time they came 
down.” 

The proposal, he said, 
has been backed by nearly 
all organizations in our 
community. 

The Save the Earth people 
are all for it. “It’s well known that 
the slower you drive, the greater will 
be the number of miles you get on a 
gallon of gas,” said environmentalist 
John Quackenbush. 

The chambers of commerce are for 
it. “With no signs,” said Johnny J. 
Cash of Southampton, “you'll see all 


our beautiful elm trees, town ponds, 
downtown commercial districts, co- 
lonial windmills, saltboxes, hanging 
planters and water mills unimpeded, 
just as the early settlers saw them.” 

The school boards are for it. “Noth- 

ing will prevent the excessive 
m loss of life of our schoolchil- 
dren better than traffic 
that is slower and more 
fj cautious,” said Franklin 
Learner, the town school 
superintendent. 
Farmers are in favor of 

it. “Our potato trucks and trac- 

tors on the roads are probably the 
most vulnerable to what is going on 
now,” said Frankie Tomato. “So often 
a grader or a plow gets hit. I’ve been 
to so many funerals. This will solve 
that.” 

Even the rich are in favor of it. 
“Frankly,” said Dean Banker, the 


chairman of the Hamptons Social 
Set, “we just want to get to our homes 
safely. We don’t care how long it takes. 
Everything we want is behind our 
hedgerows. There’s no need to go out. 
So it’s just about getting to them with- 
out incident.” 

Also in favor of it are members of 
the Airbus A380 Action Committee, 
which has been lobbying for a longer 
runway at East Hampton Airport. 

Said Horatio Flybynight, the presi- 
dent of the committee, “The Airbus is 
the biggest commercial airliner in the 
world. The runway needs+o be length- 


‘ened from 3,800 feet to 12,000 feet. 


When that happens, each A380 land- 
ing reduces traffic on the highway by 
570 vehicles. Also, it will wipe out the 
housing of all the people by the side 


_ of the airport who keep complaining 


about us.” 
_ And the Hampton Psychiatrist 
Union is on board. “So much trauma 
results from all these accidents,” said 
Dr. Angela Wellfeather. “Here, we'll 
have people smiling and waving at be- 
ing let in. It will change everything.” 
Nevertheless, _ Dr. — Wellfeather, 
who chairs the union, tells us that if 


anxiety is increased rather than de- 


creased, her organization is prepared 


to propose an amendment that would 


fix everything. 

“Remove the traffic signs, but leave 
the traffic lights. Although dark, our 
amendment will require them to light 
up red for one minute out of every 10 
so during that minute, all motorists 
can stop, sit up straight behind their 
wheels, sigh, do a mantra or other 
mind-calming exercise and restore 
themselves to an om state.” 

And of course, Mayor Hasselhoff is 
in favor of it. © 

“Our plan will be a model for his- 
toric communities around the world. 
Having signed it into law, it will be 
a great stepping stone in my career, 
the man who changed travel. I could 
become a county legislator, a state 
senator or even, God forbid, the next 
president.” 

After the discussion and possible 
vote on this ordinance, another of the 
three-hour-long monthly meetings of 
the Deer Control Committee will take 
place. As usual, speakers who propose 
that deer be hunted out of existence, 
be cuddled and fed, be darted to sleep 
and trucked up to the Adirondacks, be 
neutered, be killed by bows and ar- 
rows rather than guns, be encouraged 
to mate or be hog-tied and carted off 
to zoos will participate. Nothing in the 
end will get done, but it’s fun to hear 
all the arguments once again.

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Shooting Disputed: AG Clears Cop in 


a

Bee Bonsignore was either a men- 
ace who threatened to kill a Suffolk 
County police officer or a pacifist un- 
justifiably slain by a cop in Manorville 
last year, according to attorneys for 
each. 

Following a 16-month probe that 
resulted in a 14-page report released 
on September 9, New York State At- 
torney. General Letitia James’ Office 
of Special Investigation (OSI) cleared 
Officer James Skidmore of any wrong- 
doing for fatally shooting Bonsignore 
during what authorities described as 
a struggle between the two men. But 
Bonsignore’s family accused Skidmore 
of wrongful death, excessive force, fab- 
ricating evidence and 12 other claims 
in a lawsuit filed in May at Central Islip 
federal court in which the plaintiffs are 
seeking $85 million from the county, 
police department and the officer. 

“Jesse Bonsignore was focused on 
working hard, earning a living and 
being the best father he could be,” 
states the lawsuit filed by his daugh- 
ter, Carmela Bonsignore. “(He) was a 
deeply religious and moral man who 
struggled with mental health issues ... 
opposed to violence.” 

The incident is emblematic of the 
type of police encounter that prompted 
New York State to mandate police de- 
partments statewide to enact criminal

justice reforms designed to decrease 


the likelihood of police using deadly 
physical force against civilians, partic- 
ularly those with mental health issues. 

The police department declined to 
comment, citing pending litigation, 
and an attorney for the county could 
not be reached. 

“The arrest and/or detention, if any, 
were reasonable and based upon prob- 
able cause to believe that the plaintiff's 
decedent had committed a crime and/ 
or offense,” the county stated in its re- 
ply to the lawsuit in July, when it asked 
U.S. District Court Judge Eric N. Vi- 
taliano to dismiss the case. 


FACE TO FACE ~ 

The events that led up to the fatal 
shooting started with a man con- 
cerned with a car parked on the grass 
on the side of the road in front of his 
house on Bauer Avenue at about 10:15 
p.m. on May 20, 2021. 

The man didn’t see anyone in the 
maroon 2009 Hyundai Sonata, so he 
took his dog for a walk, peered inside 
with a flashlight, spotted a man lying 
down in the backseat and then called 
911, according to the AG’s report. The 
caller told a 911 operator that the man 
was “hiding” in the’ backseat and was 
“hunkered down in the back of the 
car,” the report stated. The operator 
put a call out about a person “hiding in 
the backseat” of a car and three min-

utes later, Officer Skidmore arrived at 
the scene at 10:49 p.m., parking his po- 


' lice SUV facing Bonsignore’s car. 


Bonsignore, a 44-year-old Uber 
driver, was sleeping. Skidmore, a 20- 
year veteran of the department who 
patrols the Seventh Precinct, woke 
him up. The officer told Bonsignore 
he wasn’t in trouble, but the incident 
escalated almost immediately, accord- 
ing to police and the attorney general's 
report. Uber confirmed the driver was 
off duty. 

“The officer engaged him, and a 
struggle ensued,” police stated in a 
news release after the shooting. “The 
officer fired his gun, striking the man.” 

The attorney general's report re- 
vealed further details. 

“I know my rights. I’m going to kill 
you,” Bonsignore allegedly yelled at 
Skidmore upon being woken up, ac- 
cording to the report. 

Hearing that, Skidmore called for 
backup, ordered Bonsignore to remain 
in the vehicle and told him to “calm 
down,” but police told investigators 
that Bonsignore disregarded that or- 
der and got out of the car. The officer 
told investigators that Bonsignore was 
not aggressive but seemed “off.” 

Skidmore patted down Bonsignore, 
who police said had a folding knife 
with a wooden handle in his waistband 
that he allegedly reached for more 
than once, the report stated. That’s

when the struggle ensued, according 
to authorities, with Bonsignore alleg- 
edly putting the officer in a bear hug at 
one point. 

“Officer Skidmore said he tried to 
handcuff Mr. Bonsignore to prevent 
him from grabbing his knife, that Mr. 
Bonsignore resisted being handcuffed, 
and that they fell to the ground in a 
struggle,” the report stated. “Officer 
Skidmore said Mr. Bonsignore pulled 
on Officer Skidmore’s gun holster sev- 
eral times during the struggle on the 
ground, and that he tried to control 
Mr. Bonsignore’s arms to prevent Mr. 
Bonsignore from taking his gun. Of- 
ficer Skidmore said he drew his gun 
from his holster to keep it away from 
Mr. Bonsignore, and Mr. Bonsignore 
grabbed the wrist of his gun hand. Of- 
ficer Skidmore fired two shots, strik- 
ing Mr. Bonsignore.” 

The 911 caller told investigators 
that he witnessed part of the alterca- 
tion but went back inside before shots 
were fired. Police seized the 911 caller’s 
security camera footage that partially 
captured the incident, but the attorney 
general's report states that it does not 
provide a clear view. It noted that au- 
dio of the gunshots and some of what 
the officers say was recorded, but the 
report does not say Bonsignore was 
recorded threatening the officer. 

“Bonsignore let go of Officer Skid- 
more’s wrist after the first shot,” the 
report stated. “Officer Skidmore said 
he quickly fired another shot towards 
Mr. Bonsignore’s torso while he rose 
up to a standing position. Officer Skid- 
more said he heard Mr. Bonsignore 
say, “Why, and then Mr. Bonsignore 
stopped moving.” : 

Skidmore told OSI: “I thought I was 
going to die.” It was his first time firing 
his service weapon outside of the firing 


_range for training. 


The altercation lasted less than 10 
minutes. A lieutenant arrived at 10:54 
p.m., just as a second officer who had 
arrived on the scene was placing hand- 
cuffs on Bonsignore, who was lying in 
the road, according to the report. The 
lieutenant checked, but did not feel a 
pulse. A member of the Manorville 
Rescue Squad pronounced him dead 
at 11:06 p.m. 


An autopsy by the Suffolk County 
Medical Examiner’s Office found that’ 


the first shot, which struck Bonsigno- 
re in the lower chest, is the one that 
killed him, according to the report. A 
toxicology report indicated there were 
no drugs in Mr. Bonsignore’s urine or 
blood, it added. 

Skidmore was taken to Peconic Bay 
Medical Center for treatment of non- 


life threatening injuries, although OSI 


noted that it could not corroborate the 
nature of his injury and a nurse stated

he was not injured. 

“OSI concluded that a prosecutor 
would not be able to disprove beyond 
a reasonable doubt at trial that the 


_officer who shot Mr. Bonsignore was 


justified,” the attorney general’s report 
stated. “Under New York’s justification 


law, a person may use deadly physical 


force to defend against the imminent 
use of deadly physical force by anoth- 
er. When the defense of justification 
is raised at trial, the prosecutor must 
disprove it beyond a reasonable doubt. 
In this case, Mr. Bonsignore repeat- 
edly reached for his knife, attempted 
to take the officer’s firearm, and more 
than once threatened to kill the officer. 
Based on the law and the evidence, 
OSI determined that criminal charges 


could not be pursued against offi- 
cer.” 

The family, however, argues in the 
lawsuit that the officer was unprovoked 
as Bonsignore was not engaged in any 
criminal activity, the officer lacked 
justification and failed to perform CPR 
on Bonsignore after he was shot. The 
lawsuit also alleged that the county 
has not turned over key evidence in 
the case, such as the officer’s disciplin- 
ary history. Records show the officer 
was sued in 2012 following his involve- 
ment in a car crash with his patrol 
ae. 

Attorneys for the plaintiffs and de- 
fense were still arguing over setting a 
timeline for when the county will turn 
over documents relevant to the case as 


of the latest court conference on Sep- 
tember 20, records show. 


CASE FOR CAMERAS 

Although Suffolk officials had deter- 
mined .in March 2021 that all county 
police officers should have body-worn 
cameras (BWC), the program had not 
been implemented two months later. 
Skidmore neither had a BWC nor a 
dashboard camera. 

Suffolk police “will deploy body- 


worn cameras as standard police-worn 


equipment for all officers who engage 
with the public in the course of their 
professional duties,” Suffolk County 
Executive Steve Bellone had said. 

The Seventh Precinct commenced a

BWC pilot program this summer with 
“all uniformed police officers outfitted 
with BWCs by the fall of 2022,” accord- 
ing to the attorney general’s report, in 
which state investigators “urge SCPD 
to implement this initiative as soon as 
practicable.” 

Bonsignore’s attorney did not re- 
spond to a request for comment and 
his family was unavailable, but had 
called for restraint. 

“Why does it have to be the gun?” 
his brother Derk Bonsignore told Eye- 
witness News. “Why was my brother 
not tased by the police department? 

“It makes no sense to myself or any- 
body in my family why my brother was 


harmed.”

Sagaponack compound with a newly built mod- 

mm home .and several other structures like 
an original schoolhouse that offers resort-style 
living in a private setting, has hit the market for 
$34.95 million. 


The three-acre, gated estate south of the highway at 


802 Townline Road is the most expensive real estate 
for sale in the Village of Sagaponack, despite not being 
on the water. The 23,000 square feet of living spaces 
look out onto open fields of preserved land. 

“802 Town Line Road is one of the most unique 
offerings that will ever exist in Sagaponack South,” 
says Preston Kaye, co-founder of Hedgerow Exclusive 
Properties, the Bridgehampton-based brokerage that 
represents the listing. “The property affords multiple 
pre-existing and grandfathered characteristics which 
create a true compound, tha duplicated in the 
Hamptons.” 

Completed in 2022, the main house offers 19,208 
square feet across three finished levels with 10 bed- 
rooms and five living areas, while the two other struc- 
tures on the property provide even more space. 

“This project took close to a decade for the home- 
owners to assemble, allowing for the unique opportu- 
nity of over 20,000 square feet of livable space with 
multiple legal guest homes,” Kaye explains. 

A team of renowned architects and designers, such 
as Oza Sabbeth Architects, Santorelli Builders, Ed

An enclosed 350-bottle wine room, a junior suite, 
an office and two powder rooms are also on the first 
floor. The main spiral staircase leads to a second-floor 
sitting loft overlooking the first floor below and out at 


the expansive backyard and neighbor reserve. 


The northern wing serves as home to a primary 
suite that offers two full bathrooms with polished 
glass tile floors and full custom marble slabs on the 
bath and shower walls. But, that’s not all — there is 
a massage room, two walk-in closets, a private office/ 
sitting room and a 315-square-foot balcony overlook- 
ing the pool and tennis court.

GREENPORT MARITIME FESTIVAL TALL SHIPS 


BY MARY MCGLONE 


irates and tall ships and swordfights, oh my! 

The 33rd annual Greenport Maritime Festival 
will be held September 24-25 on the streets and in 
the harbor of Greenport Village. This lively weekend 
event highlights Greenport’s maritime history. 

Downtown Greenport will be converted to all 
things nautical: classic boat displays, kayak races, 
traditional sea chanteys, Captain Kidd’s Alley and 
games on the green for children, maritime demon- 
strations, and hand-crafted wares and local oysters. 

Event organizer Diane Tucci says the festival con- 
nects community and culture — Greenport’s seafar- 
ing past. “The best part,” Tucci says, “is highlighting 
Greenport’s deep maritime roots.” 

The festival begins on Saturday with the Maritime 
Festival Parade, full of mermaids, pirates, rumrun- 
ners and sea creatures. After the parade is the Merry 
Merfolk contest judging in Mitchell Park. 

“Have fun and dress up as anything maritime — 
pirate, mermaid, crab, whatever — and enjoy!” says 
Tucci. 

Captain Kidd’s Alley, with crafts and a treasure 
chest, draws children and the young at heart. 

Tracey Orlando has attended the festival over the 
years, first as a community member, then as a vol- 
unteer and board member, and this year as interim 
director of East End Seaport Museum & Marine 
Foundation (EESM), which hosts the festival. “It is 
so much fun, especially Captain Kidd's Alley,” Orlan- 
do says. “Now the kids who used to come bring their 
kids and they are looking for the same treasure.” 

A working fishing boat will be at the dock, and 
the U.S. Coast Guard is holding demonstrations

_ both days. To cap off Saturday, the EESM is host- 
‘ing a two-hour boat cruise to Bug Light (register at 


EESM). A snapper fishing contest is held on Sunday, 
with prizes for two age groups. 

“This year we are ramping up the maritime flavor 
quite a bit,” according to Tucci. Pirates will roam the 
streets and many new vendors add a seafaring feel. 

The Amistad 

The tall ship Amistad will be docked behind the 


_ East End Seaport Museum for free tours all week- 


end. This is a replica of the original Amistad ship. 
In 1839, Mende captives from Sierra Leone, bound 
for slavery, took control of the vessel, but the Mende 
were unable to navigate back to Africa. The ship was 
captured and taken into the port of New London, 


where the Mende faced slavery or execution. Many 


Connecticut residents objected, and U.S. Circuit and 
District courts ruled in favor of the Mende. A U.S. 
Supreme Court supported the lower court decision, 
and in 1841 the Mende captives were ordered freed. 

“We are so proud to bring the Amistad to the 
festival,” says Orlando. “Their banner — charting 
a course for racial and social justice — is pertinent 
today.” The replica tall ship travels to various ports 
teaching “the lessons of the 1839 Amistad Upris-’ 
ing to advance racial and social justice today.” 
(discoveringamistad.org). All three North Fork 
school districts — Mattituck, Southold and Green- 
port — have brought students to the ship for educa- 
tional programs. 

In addition to the social justice history, the Amis- 


tad is a wonderful example of a historic tall ship 


from an earlier era. 
Sea Chanteys 
Roving sea chantey singers will be performing all 


Sails into Greenpor 


weekend. Sea chanteys (or shanties) are traditional 
work songs sung aboard ships to pass the time. In 
simple and overlapping harmony, they express 
sailors’ homesickness, fear, love and, of course, the 
draw and danger of the sea. 

Sea chanteys may be the first real “world music,” 
as sailors combined rhythms and styles from their 
many cultures with music they encountered coeee 
voyages. 

Two chantey groups will be sharing Heke music 
at the festival. The Johnson Girls is an internation- 
ally acclaimed all-women a capella group that broke 
the “chantey gender barrier.”. (thejohnsongirls.com). 
And Chris Koldewey of Mystic Seaport’s Chantey 
Program will also share his love of sea chanteys. 
The groups will both perform and offer workshops 
to festival-goers. 

Orlando says, “The chanteys are lively and won- 
derful. They tie us to the sea.” 

“And you never know wp they'll board the 
Amistad,” she laughs. 

Bug Light 

Proceeds from the Maritime Festival support 
educational programs and the preservation of Long 
Beach Bar Lighthouse — more commonly known as 
Bug Light. 

The beloved lighthouse burned to the founda- 
tion in 1963. It was rebuilt in 1989, but time has 
taken a toll. With better technology and materials 
now available, the restoration and preservation is 
expected to last well into the future. Bug Light will 
continue to shine its timeless light over Greenport 


_ Harbor.

We some autumn days might 
be less than sunny, there’s a 
sure-fire way to brighten them: spar- 
kling rosé! 

Two examples of delectable and fun 
rosés are Fresh Vine Wine’s Brut Rosé 
Sparkling Wine and Gancia Prosecco 
Rosé DOC. Both of these rosés are a 
bold, bright pink color, with the Fresh

just a slightly deeper shade of crim- 
son. Neither are the pale, barely. pink 
colors one might usually expect from 
a rosé. Both wines also use the Char- 
mat or Prosecco method to produce 
their bubbles. This method, in the 
sparkling winemaking process, traps 
bubbles in wine through carbonation 
in steel tanks as opposed to the tra- 
ditional method, or méthode cham- 
penoise. In the traditional method, 
wine is bottle-fermented, meaning it 
goes through its second fermentation 


in the bottle to produce bubbles. The 
traditional method is more labor in- 
tensive and that is often reflected in 
the price. Both of these wines are an 
absolute steal! 

The first, Fresh Vine Wine’s Brut 
Rosé Sparkling Wine, is as bold in 
bouquet and flavor as it is in color. 


Fruit-forward notes of ripe fresh. 


strawberries and raspberries are 
up front with lighter notes of green 
apple keeping the finish fresh. While 
this is most definitely a dry wine the 
fruit-forward flavor keeps it from be- 


ing overly dry or acidic. It has a lus- 


cious mouth feel and a long finish with 
notes of red fruit. While Fresh Vine 
Wine — co-founded by actress Nina 
Dobrev and dancer, singer, actress, 
and fitness guru Julianne Hough — is 
marketed for a healthier lifestyle and 
shares info for a 5 oz glass of wine as: 
94 calories, 1.0 grams of sugar, 3.8 
carbs and an ABV of 11.5%. This re- 
ally is just terrific wine. And honestly,

it’s unlikely after a sip that anyone 
is going to limit their imbibing to a 
5 oz glass. The wine is produced in 
Napa, California and retails for $25 at 
freshvinewine.com. 

The second wine is Gancia Prosecc- 
co Rosé DOC from Piedmonte, Italy. 

One might wonder what the initials 
D.O.C. stand for. The DOC system 
specifies the production area and 
methods for each wine, and guaran- 
tees the quality standard of certain 
wines that pass a government taste 
test. In the DOC system a DOC wine, 
which means Denominazione di 
Origine Controllata, translating to 
“designation of controlled origin,” is 
the second highest level of quality. 

The highest level is DOCG, which 
means Denominazione di Origine 
Controllata e Garantita and trans- 
lates to “denomination of controlled 
and guaranteed origin.” Lower levels 
of wine also get a designation. These 
wines without a geographical indica-

tion are called Vino da Tavola, or VAT, 
which means “table wine.” There’s 
also Indicazione Geografica Tipica or 
IGT, which is the broadest category. 
The grapes in IGT wines should come 
from the IGT region stated on the la- 
bel, but don’t have to conform to the 
same strict standards regarding the 
style of wine. 
This sparkling rosé wine is also 
deliciously fruit-forward with lovely 
floral notes. This is a dry wine at 11% 
alcohol, but the fruit-forward nature 
will most certainly please even your 
sweet wine-loving friends. And it’s 
another bargain retailing for only $14!

di Bas edition of Dan’s Papers North Fork is the 
first to feature artwork by a North Fork artist — 
multi-year winner of the annual Dan’s Best of the Best 
North Fork Artist contest Isabelle Haran-Leonardi. 
Here, she discusses this cover’s North Fork inspira- 
tions, her Nova Constellatio Gallery (NCG) and more. 


What inspired this painting, and which 
vineyard is featured in it? 

This painting was inspired by Peconic Bay Vine- 
yards as it looked several years ago before it was pur- 
chased by the Soloviev family. I love flowers and was 
attracted to the sight of the gorgeous Peace Roses 
planted at the end of each row of the grape vines. The 
colors of the deep purple grapes, the full green vines 
and peach-colored roses spoke to me of the abun- 
dance and beauty we enjoy here on the North Fork. 


How did you decide upon the paint- 
ing’s composition, colors and other design 
details? 

Originally, I painted the barn in the background 
its true colors of tan and green. I loved the look of 
the red buildings just east of the view I was using for 
the painting. I decided to paint the barn in the paint- 
ing a similar red to better show against the greens 
off the vines. I chose to imagine the early morning 
light I love for this piece. The sun coming from the 


east is lower in the mid September sky, making the 
sky appear a slightly darker intense blue. I chose to 
depict the vine untrimmed to further the theme of 
wild abundance. 


What do you enjoy most about the painting 
process? 

Those familiar with my work know I usually paint 
large scale from the point of view of someone who is 
small. I do this to remind myself to view the scene 
with the fresh eyes of a child. 


What is one short-term or long-term artis- 
tic goal you'd like to achieve? 

This year I would like to create several larger 
pieces that further the feeling of expansiveness and 
being immersed in the painting. I explored this idea 
on a group of large paintings for a show we had at 
NCG this spring called The Pleasure of Water. I 
hope these works will help the viewer appreciate the 
beauty we live with everyday and work to protect it. 


What have you been painting lately, and 
what can visitors to Nova Constellatio Gal- 
lery expect to see this fall? 

This fall, I have shifted my focus from my large 
water pieces to the vineyards and fields of the North 
Fork. Additionally, in response to many requests, I 
have continued to make portraits of the many fish 
my husband Bill catches throughout the season.

When I try to talk with him, his 
reaction often is to explode in anger, denying that 
anything is wrong and demanding to know why I 
pick on him. I've also noticed he is drinking more 
and sleeping less. His irritability and mood swings 
are becoming almost impossible to deal with.

Nothing I do or say seems 
to work. On weekends he is a completely different 
person. He’s fun, romantic and caring and our sex 
life is great. But when Monday rolls around, the 
same depressing scene repeats itself until the next 
weekend. Do you think he may be bipolar? I love 
him but his moods are driving me crazy.

Dear Angel, 

It’s certainly difficult to be living on the roller- 
oaster ride that you describe. And clearly, the downs 
are understandably, becoming increasingly unbear- 
able. My question to you is how much longer are you 
willing to be Mike’s whipping girl? Have you told 
him directly how hurt, angry and disappointed you 
are because of how he treats you? The importance 
of communicating your feelings — the good, the 
bad and the ugly — is the first step in trying to see 


whether Mike cares enough about you to really hear 
what you're saying. More importantly, is he willing 
to acknowledge, address and try to resolve the is- 
sues that are getting in the way of his life, your life 
and your relationship? He may be so overwhelmed 
by pressures at work that he’s not fully aware of 
how badly he’s treating you. However, this is an un- 
tenable, toxic, no-win situation for you-at the mo- 
ment. As to whether he is bipolar, he would need to 
be clinically assessed in order to make a definitive 
diagnosis. The ball is really in your court, Angel. 
What are you going to do? You have two options. 
The first is to do nothing and continue to be beaten 
up emotionally. The second is to let Mike know that 
you will no longer allow him to hurt you and that 
unless things change, you will end the relationship. 
Ultimately, the choice is up to you. :

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Health on the 
Frontlines: New Blood 
Test for Early Cancer

WwW if you found cancer early 
Y enough to make a difference? The 


vast majority of cancers show no symp- 


‘toms until the later stages when treat- 


ment options are limited. 

Seventy-one percent of cancer deaths 
are caused by cancers not commonly 
screened. When cancers are diagnosed 


early before they have had a chance to 


spread, the overall five-year survival 
rate is four times higher than when di- 
agnosed in later stages. The five most 
common regular cancer screenings that 
exist are breast mammography, PAP 
test for cervical cancer, colonoscopy and 
stool tests for rectal and colon cancer, CT 


_ scans for lung. cancer and PSA tests for 


prostate cancer. 
The Galleri test detects a cancer signal 


shared by more than 50 types of cancer 
through a simple blood draw. Most insur- 
ance does not cover the test at this time 
but at around $1,000 it is well worth the 


cost. It may be able to find pancreatic, 


ovarian, bladder, anal, leukemia or lung 
cancers at their very beginnings. It may 
help doctors find the origin of the cancer 
in metastatic disease. The Galleri test has 
a 0.5% false positive rate, which means it 
is highly accurate. If you look at the 12 
cancers that account for two-thirds of all 
cancer deaths in the U.S., this test finds 
67% of them. The NHS system in Eng- 
land is doing a large-scale study to save 
billions by finding cancers and treating 
them in the early stages. We are living in 
amazing times and as more people and 
doctors do tests, it will help decrease the 
cost and also human suffering. 

I spoke with Dr. Magdalena Swiercze-

wski, a board-certified internist and in- 
tegrative medicine doctor in Southamp- 
ton who offers the test to her patients. 
She was excited about the possibilities of 
finding cancers even before symptoms 
arise and saving lives. 


Think positive and test negative. Keep 
calm and carry on.

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Power of Empowerment: 


i-tri Helps Girls Succeed 


in School and in Life |

Mie science and other school 
subjects are useful building 
blocks to prepare children for their 
future careers; however, without the 
self-esteem and self-efficacy needed to 
envision themselves finding success in 
that future, they may not get very far. 
This is especially troubling for adoles- 
cent girls — a group that studies have 
shown is more likely to lose confidence 
or plateau in the middle school years, 
while their male classmates largely gain 
confidence. Bridging this confidence 
gap on the East End is i-tri, a goal- 
based program building up young girls’ 
self-esteem, self-efficacy, socialization, 
STEM proficiency and athleticism as 
they work toward the finish line at the 
end of their first triathlon. 

Since launching in 2010, i-tri has 
worked with more than 1,000 un- 
derserved adolescent girls at 12 local 
partner schools spanning Montauk to 
Mastic. Each of the approximately 150 
annual participants receives over 100 
hours of free professional program- 
ming from February to July that ad- 
dresses physical, mental and emotional 
wellness. “Adolescence is hard no mat- 
ter what, but to be an adolescent girl has 
always been an incredibly, probably one 
of the most, difficult times of life,” says 
Theresa Roden, i-tri founder and chief 
visionary officer. “In today’s world, that 
has just become exorbitant with the 
introduction of social media and these 
unrealistic expectations that girls and 
people put on themselves from what 
they're surrounded with.” 

Completing a triathlon is a daunt- 
ing feat for most adults, so it may seem 
nearly impossible for middle schoolers 
between the ages of 11 and 14, but i-tri 
takes great care to empower the young 
women participating and provide them 
with the training necessary to accom- 
plish any challenge they set their minds 
to. The youth-distance triathlon is used 
as a teaching tool and metaphor for life’s 
journey: We must set goals, face adver- 
sities and ultimately cross the finish line 
to success. Though Roden notes that for 
i-tri girls training for the triathlon, “The 
finish line is just the beginning.” 


She continues, “The levels of confi- 
dence in our participants, once they’ve 
gone through the program, that con- 
fidence gap gets smaller, and what we 
see is our girls go on to achieve great 
things. They go on to become leaders in 
their schools, they're the ones going out 
for sports teams and becoming student 
council presidents, leading clubs in high 
school, really setting big goals, especial- 
ly around STEM (science, technology, 
engineering and math).” 

Ina 2014 study conducted by Jennifer 
Gatz, Ph.D., a former i-tri participant, 
confirmed that i-tri produces an “in- 
crease (in) confidence, self-determina- 
tion and academic achievement though 
social support structures” and that 


those benefits “positively influenced. 


goal setting, strategies, health, fitness, 
motivation and academic achievement,” 
according to the research article’s ab- 
stract. Roden adds that the research 
further revealed improved perfor- 
mance in science-based classes. 

Roden and her team would later 
evolve the i-tri program based on the 
findings of Gatz’s research, infusing 
the triathlon training with experiential 
learning in science topics. “We looked 
at everything we do in i-tri, and how 
science-based it is, and integrated it 
into everything we do,” Roden says of 
the team’s decision to develop STEM 
programming. “I always say, “What’s 
a better way to understand. an incline 
plane than riding uphill on a bike?’ 
Drag — we doa lesson in the pool where 
we have them swim a lap of the pool as 
normal, and then we ask them to put 
on a sweatshirt and try to do the same 
thing. You're going to understand what 
drag is like you never did.” 

A more recent evolution of the i-tri 
program focus has come from witness- 
ing the effects that remote learning has 
had on adolescents. “What we’re seeing 
across the board is that not only did 
they lose a year of learning, they lost a 
year of emotional growth,” Roden says, 
adding that the pandemic exacerbated 
the mental health crisis that had al- 
ready taken hold of those growing up 
in the digital age. Programs have now 
placed additional emphasis on men- 
tal health, social-emotional learning 


and trauma-informed care — a fitting 
evolution since one of the first lines of 
treatment for trauma patients is pattern 
repetitive movements such as walking, 
running and swimming. 

“Tt was our thought that, collectively, 
all of us as a race on the planet during 
this time have gone through a collective 
trauma, but it really hurt adolescents 
the most,” she explains. “When you 
think about what adolescence is about, 


it’s about breaking away from your fam- 


ily in small ways, and really forming 
relationships with your peers, learning 
from your peers and connecting in rela- 
tionships. And that was all taken away 
from them. At the time they needed 
their peers the most to develop, they 
were stuck at home.” 
Roden continues, “Many of (our par- 
ticipants) struggle so much with low 
self-esteem, low confidence, anxiety, 
depression, all of these things, and for 
some of them for the first time, they’ve 
found their people. They feel heard and 
connected in ways they never did be- 
fore.” She adds that girls who complete 
the i-tri program are welcome to come 
back as a mentor in grades 7 or 8, and 
potentially as a paid coach or lifeguard, 
in high school, “Those are the girls who 
usually come back year after year, be- 


_ cause they've gotten so much out of it 


and want to give that to the next genera- 
tion of girls behind them.” 

Dr. Maria Pentcheva Burns, licensed 
child psychologist and founder of 
Hamptons Mindful Youth, can confirm 
the tangible positive effects i-tri has 
had on her daughter, who completed 
the 2022 triathlon in July. “My daugh- 
ter was never really athletic but did love 
running around and swimming. Be- 
cause of her self-esteem, when it came 
to doing school athletics, she was very 
shut-down, and she wouldn’t apply her- 
self because she thought comparatively 
to others,” she says. “With this program, 
the focus was on completing this at your 
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own pace... It’s really changed how she. 


sees herself, and it really did build up 
her self-esteem and self-efficacy when 
it comes to seeing herself as an athlete.” 
Pentcheva Burns adds that since i-tri, 


her daughter has developed a “growth 


mindset” and the courage to join the 
field hockey team and even complete 
the Sag Harbor 5K alongside her. _ 

As a nonprofit that’s not a volunteer- 
run organization, i-tri pays their cer- 
tified athletic coaches and program 
leaders well to ensure each girl receives 
the same level of attention and empow- 
erment. Between the staff, transporta- 
tion and equipment, it costs approxi- 
mately $3,500 for each participant in 
the six-month program. They receive 
funding through grants, donations and 
events such as the upcoming Hamptons 
Ride and Wine. The fifth annual i-tri 
event takes place adjacent to Channing 
Daughters Winery on Saturday, Octo- 
ber 1 and offers cyclists the choice of 
a 10- or 30-mile course, both of which 
end at a sculpture garden for a buffet 
lunch and wine tasting. The $175 regis- 
tration fee can also be used to skip the 
ride altogether and join the group ex- 
clusively for the wine luncheon portion. 
And the Ride and Wine is the kick-off 
to i-tris Giving Day Campaign, which 
culminates in the day-long Give-a-Thon 
on October 27. Anyone interested in the 
Ride and Wine can visit itrigirls.org/ 
event/ride-and-wine for more info. . 

“It’s truly an honor to have built an 
organization that really strives to make 
a difference in individual lives,” Roden 
says. “It’s this capacity that comes from 
your heart and your soul to give ev- 


- erything you've got to support young 


women. And these beautiful souls who 
are trusting when we Say, Just give it a 
try. You may not think you're going to be 
able to do this, but if you just trust in us, 
we will do everything in our power to 
make sure you're successful.”

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A Casual, Upscale Experience a: 
The Pridwin’s Terrace Restaurant

Ihe Pridwin Hotel and Cottages 

on Shelter Island reopened on its 
g5th anniversary in July after two 
years of renovation. The re-opening 
is a project of Cape Resorts, a family 
of boutique hotels, cottages and res- 
taurants in New York and New Jersey, 
and the Petry family, who have owned 
and operated the property since 1961. 

The Pridwin Hotel has 49 rooms 
and 16 private cottages and is facing 
the water. Guests can enjoy a private 
beach and pool, water activities, a 
full-service spa and a restaurant and 
bar. The Terrace Restaurant serves 
breakfast, lunch and dinner inside 
the 1,500-square-foot colorful din- 
ing room featuring a double-sided 
fireplace and a horseshoe-shaped bar 
that can seat 60, as well as a patio 
overlooking Crescent Beach that can 
seat another 60. The restaurant is 
connected to the hotel, and it serves 
both hotel guests and visitors Ameri- 
can cuisine that consists of locally 
caught seafood, Shelter Island’s own 
produce and local wines. 

“The seasons really drive the inspi- 
ration behind the food, but I really 
want it instead of being fine dining, 
it’s casual but upscale and elevated,” 
says Drew Hiatt, The Terrace’s chef. 
“There is a lot of different balance 
and contrast ... I try to think of classic 
things you'd eat and then just enhance 
and refine them a little, and even 
sometimes recreate.” 

On a recent visit, the view of the 
beach as well as guests enjoying their 
Sunday at The Pridwin gave a feeling 
of ease, which was complemented by 
the balanced and fresh items on the 
menu. 

“When I use butter, I use a lot,” Hi- 
att says. “Otherwise, I use a lot of olive 
oil and we use acidity and vinegar and 
lemon juices and chilis to create bal- 
ance and flavors.” 

Hiatt says The Terrace offers gluten- 
free and vegetarian options. Speaking 
of vegetables, what vegetables are in 
season really drive the dishes. The 
menu will change as the year pro- 
gresses, with even some interseasonal 
small changes within a season. 

“There are late-season vegetables,

and late July, early August we'd be 
moving towards all the summer 
things like tomatoes, peppers and 
chilis,” Hiatt says. 

Another interesting choice was the 
use of micro-greens, a young veg- 
etable that falls between a sprout and 
baby leaf filled with nutrients, as a 
garnish. 

The crispy Montauk striped bass 
over creamy leeks, chanterelle mush- 
rooms and herbs is a nice choice on 
the lunch menu for $38. 


“One of the owners is a fisherman,” 


Hiatt says. “The scallops come from 
Montauk usually. The clams are all 
local. I only use local oysters from 
two companies; one guy from Eel 
Town Oysters and then Peeko Oys- 
ters. They're very similar and very 


close to each other, but they’re farmed. 


differently.” 

Asked how he came up with the 
combination of the bass and the 
creamy leeks, Hiatt points out that it’s 
leek season. 

“I try to do the vegetable in more 
than one way,” he says. “A lot of times 
I'll do it four or five ways, but for the 
leeks, we have creamy leeks and leek 
roundels. I like the simplicity and 
clean flavors instead of trying to put 
15 different things on a plate.” 


The Pridwin lobster roll, priced 
at $48, includes lobster, which was 
caught in Northern Canada or Maine, 
tossed in a lemon-lime aioli, served on 
a potato bun, and topped with ca 
shallots. 

“In my opinion, the lobster fore up 
north is better because the water is 
colder,” Hiatt says. “We do get locally 
sourced lobster, but I typically source 
it in the colder seasons around here.” 

To cook the lobster, Hiatt uses salt- 
water from the Peconic. 
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“We run down to the front of the 


place to grab ocean water to cook the 
lobster,” he says. “I try not to over- 
complicate it. It has a citrus mayo .. 
You don’t want to overcomplicate it. 
I’m from North Shore New England 
originally, so if you want to talk about 
lobsters and lobster rolls, I’m from the 
land of it.” 

House-cut shoestring fries with 
herbs and a tomato paste dip are 
served with the lobster roll. And the 
lobster in the roll is cold. 

“People like their butter-poached 
lobster,” Hiatt says. “It’s just a prefer- 
ence, really. I personally prefer cold. 
We've had plenty of guests who have 
asked for the warm version, and we'll 


do it. I prefer it this way. 


For dessert, the strawberry short- 


cake was served on a black pepper 
biscuit with basil chantilly for $14; 
while the pistachio financier, which 
was served with goat cheese cream, 
poached peaches, and orange crisp, 
was a welcome addition, also priced at 
$14. The presentation of the desserts 
was beautiful and full of vibrant colors. 
“I’m not a pastry chef,” Hiatt says. 
“I definitely have pastry in my back- 
ground over the years, but everyone 
does an almond financier. Peaches 
were in season for the time and the 
strawberries out here are really good. 
Strawberry season can go through the 
summer here. There’s a different vari- 
ety of strawberries that grow in spring 
and summer and late summer, so you 
can source that for all summer here. 
I like contrast and different flavors. 
I try to get fun. I want you to think 
about it a little bit'when you eat.” — 


About Chef Drew Hiatt — 

Living on Long Island reminds 
Drew Hiatt of home. 

“We are on the Northeast, but I’m 
from farther Northeast,” Hiatt says. 
“It’s all coastal and when I’m on the 
water like this, it reminds me of where 
I grew up ... My favorite thing as a kid 
was a place on Route 1 on the North 
Shore in Boston, and it was just fried 
clams, fried scallops, fried shrimp 
and some tartar sauce. And it’s like 
my comfort food when I come home. I 
have to stop there at least once.” 

By the age of 13, Hiatt realized his 
love for New England fare, and had 
worked his way from the bottom as 
a dishwasher to a sous chef by 18 at 
various restaurants throughout New 
England, even landing a position as 
banquet chef at the Boston Harbor 
Hotel. Eventually, he decided to move 
away from his beloved East Coast to- 
wards the Midwest, working at private 
dining clubs and the renowned Char- 
lie Trotters in Chicago. 

But he missed the East Coast too 
much, so he found his way back. But 
instead of returning to New England, 
he ventured into New York City, work- 
ing as a chef at the Koi Restaurant 
and Fabrik in Midtown Manhattan’s 
Archer Hotel.

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Dr. Feffrey Gurian: Comedic Dentist of the East End —

_ oftentimes tell you to floss more. That’s 
expected. They don’t usually help script the 
jokes for our nation’s most famous funnymen and 
women. That is unless you are talking about the life 
and career of Dr. Jeffrey Gurian. 

By age 12, Gurian, who asked to be called “Jef- 
frey” during our conversation, knew he wanted to 
be a dentist and was already writing comedy. His 
comedic inspiration was Woody Allen, who years 
later actually read some of Jeffrey’s earliest materi- 
al and encouraged him into filmmaking. Life goals 
that are somewhat unique mixed with celebrity 
tend to make for a good column! 

If yowre inspired to Google his name a search 
will yield a celeb-filled documentary film titled 
Who the F**k is Jeffrey Gurian? Besides that, he’s 
basically all over the internet! 

Gurian has been described in many ways across 
his career, but most of the descriptions reference his 
life outside his former dental office. He’s a stand-up 
comic; a bestselling author with eight books, one 
with Chris Rock; he’s a producer, a director — anda 
hair icon! His trademark hairdo is an unmistakable 


part of his image — one, it seems, in which he car- 


ries much pride — distinguishing him in a roomful 
of combovers and side parts. 

“My hair has been this way for the last 20 years 
or so and has become part of my brand. Everyone 
knows me by my hair. Even during the pandemic 
when everyone was ‘wearing masks everyone still 
knew it was me! I talk about it in my act when I say, 
“You can probably tell just by looking at me ... I fit 
in wherever I go!’ That always gets a big laugh,” he 
says. 

In researching Gurian, you come across many ar- 
ticles in the New York tabloids and media. It seems 
he’s everywhere. He’s been profiled in The New 


York Times and on every TV network coming out 


of New York. 

There are articles recounting Gurian’s escapades 
with everyone from Rodney Dangerfield and Jim- 
my Fallon to Tiffany Haddish and Amy Schumer. In 
one article, Gurian notes a television pilot proposed 
by the late Jack Rollins, manager to Woody Allen, 
Billy Crystal and Robin Williams, based on his life 
story about a dentist who wanted to be in show biz. 

Gurian’s interesting dichotomy of professions 
poses the question: Are you a comedian or are you 
a dentist? If he had to choose one, which would it 
be? 

“Since I retired from practice, these days I am 
strictly a comedian and comedy writer, as well as 
a radio personality,” he says. “But I still lecture oc- 
casionally to doctors, like one coming up at Temple 
University, sharing my techniques of relieving the 
physical symptoms of stress, like migraine head- 
aches caused by grinding the teeth.” 

Gurian spent time in Manhattan throughout 
his career writing scripts and doing stand-up, and 
rather outstandingly, has met or worked with near- 
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ly everybody you could imagine. 

“Somehow I’ve worked with people in all areas 
of entertainment, spanning generations,” he says. 
“Starting with the greats in comedy’s Golden Age 
like Milton Berle, my sponsor in the Friar’s Club, 
and Jerry Lewis, then more recent stars like An- 
drew Dice Clay, Rodney Dangerfield, George Wal- 
lace, Joan Rivers, Gilbert Gottfried, Phil Hartman 
and tons more. 

“I produced a benefit for Haiti starring Kevin 
Hart, was Patrice O’Neal’s co-host on radio, inter- 
viewed Jerry Seinfeld, Billy Crystal, Chris Rock, 
Colin Jost and Pete Davidson for my book on the 
history of Fhe Comic Strip ... and worked with more 
names than we have room for,” Gurian continues. 
“Nick Kroll says you can’t be in comedy if you don’t 
know me!” : 

While he affirms strongly that no one can teach 
comedy, Gurian says that he has been inspired by 
some of the best, brightest and most hilarious per- 
sonalities to ever perform on stage. - 

“No one teaches you this — you either have it, or 
you don’t. A lot of people have learned the hard way, 
youre either funny, or you're not! The audience will 
let you know pretty quickly!” he says. 

“My writing for Rodney, Robin Williams, Gilbert 
Gottfried and the Friars roasts led to a New York 
Times profile story on me, as well as to my 35-or-so 
appearances on Page Six of the New York Post, the 
most recent from this past Sunday, September 11, a 
piece with Jerry Seinfeld,” Gurian says. 

He lives in the heart of the city on the East Side. 
Like us all, he loves the Hamptons in the summer 
months, frequenting here between Memorial Day 
and Labor Day. 

When here, he can be found cracking jokes at 
Hamptons icons 75 Main and NAIA Hamptons 
— or even attending some of the exclusive events 
hosted by our very own Dan’s Papers. 


“I recently came out for Dottie Herman’s End of 
Summer Party at NAIA. I love having laughs with 
Michael Pitsinos, owner of NAIA, and Zach Erdem 
at 75 Main. I tend to wind up in Southampton most © 
often,” Gurian says. 

While he has performed in the city, he hasn’t 
yet officially performed on the East End, but that 
may change very soon as he’s had some “really cool 
offers” to produce comedy shows like he does in 
Manhattan at two very popular venues in South- 
ampton. It was recently written about in the New 
York Post. : : 

“I’ve performed at all the big clubs in Manhattan, 
and people often hear me on the radio. I’m a fre- 
quent guest with Frank Morano on 77 WABC Radio, 
and also on Sirius XM radio with Ron Bennington, 
the hottest comedy show on Sirius,” Gurian says. ; 

And throughout his remarkable career in per-— 
forming, when asked for one marquee moment, he 
recounts the “Too Much Tuna” bit, where Nick Kroll 
and John Mulaney pranked their favorite dentist 
on Comedy Central. 

“Getting pranked by them was a great honor. I. 
was the very first person pranked with “Too Much 
Tuna.” They had me open the press conference for 
them for their hit Broadway show Oh, Hello and 
walk the red carpet. Afterward, when we did the 
show at the Just for Laughs Festival in Montreal, 
the most prestigious comedy festival in the world, 
they had me present the huge tuna sandwich to 
Judd Apatow, the King of Hollywood,” says Gurian. 

And, despite all of the laughs and performances, 
Gurian’s greatest pride is his family, with whom he 
loves to spend time along the South Fork’s beautiful 
beaches. oe 

“The marquee moment of my life, though, if I 
had to choose one, was becoming a dad to my two 
amazing daughters. Back in the day, we used to 
rent a place at the Dune Deck Hotel, when it was 
the hottest spot in the Hamptons. There was noth- 
ing better than spending time on the beach with my 
daughters,” he says. 

For anyone whose interest is piqued by Gurian 
and his fascinating life, they can learn more by 
reading his bestselling books on “Happiness” (a 
word that he always capitalizes): Healing Your 
Heart, By Changing Your Mind: A Spiritual and 
Humorous Approach to Achieving Happiness;

ty: Stories of Courage and Inspiration, all of which 


are available on Amazon. 

We asked him when we would see him out here 
again. “Well, if any of your multitude of readers, 
especially those reading this great article, feel so 
inclined to invite me as their houseguest for the 
weekend ... there’s an excellent chance I’ll show 
up!” Gurian quipped in his trademark style.
